It pot positively stated what are the causes 
of the failure of this submarine line, bat the fact 
is undeniable that it must now be added to the 
long list of complete failures in the attempt to 
solve the question of submarine telegraphy. 
There is now nots single piece of submarive 
telegreph which is not either wheily pseeless or 
the preservntien of which is new a subhect of ex- 
pense. The Atlantic line has been abandoned; 
such was the condition of the portions of it 
which Were raised after great difficulty that it 
was not considered worth the trouble aad ex- 
pense of recoveriag. Malta aod Cagliari have 
now no telegraphic communication with each 
other; the line trom Cagliari to Algiers is de 

funet; the section from Malta to Cortu has been 
#sbandoned to the contractor, who may have the 


half of its value tor the trouble of picking it bp. . 


The 7,000 miles from Suez along the Ked Sea io 
Karrachee has ceased to apeak for moths. 
Even the short lengths which bind us to the 
Continent give immense trouble, and the cost 
of repairing some of them has n #0 

that the company to whom they belong have not 
been able to pay, more then half their former 
rate of dividend. It appears pretty certain that 
ther» are still more failures to come. The gov- 
ernment have ordered a cable to, be made, 
which was intended to be laid from England to 
Gibralter. For some reasons, however, which 
have never been clearly explained, the cable is 
not to be !gid to Gibraltar, but is to be convey- 
ed to the and sunk between Rangoon and 
Sipgapore. It is not considered suitable for

The 
bistory of submarine telegraphs down to the 
present time is made fp of a series of :.!underr, 
of a stupendous amount of jobbery, and a want 
of judicious masagement which hes probably 
never yet been surpassed in the history of any 
great undertaking,

“ De Messe et Tritico.” 


“ Messis ipsies ratio varia, Galliarum latifan- 


dis, valli pr egrandes dentibus in mar,ine intas- 


tis rotis per segetem impellustur, 
jamento, in coutrarmn juncto, ita direpiw in 
valium csdunt spice.” 

* Of reaping itself there are various methods : 
fn the broai plains of the Gauls, enormous ma- 
chines, with teeth set iu a row, placed on two 
wheels, are driven through the standing corn, a 
horse being atisehed to it in a contrary way to 
the usual mode of attaching horses. Thus the 
corn being cut ff falls into the farrow,”’-- 
ny’s Natural Hi-tory, Book A+ chap, 30. 

Some question may arise whether we should 
translate “ va lum,” as it occurs in the latier 
part of this sentence, differently from the sense 
giver that word at the beginning, “‘ valius” be- 

ng avan,or machine, (see Ainaworth’s Dic- 
tionary.) and“ valium” being atrench or fur. 
row. If we adopt the latter translation, then it 
follows that our ancestors hed already attained 
thet excellence in their machine which was with 
such difficulty effected in those of modern con- 
struction. If, on the other hand, we translate 
it ag the macoine itself, then they had accom. 
plished that which our modern inventors have 
pot yet succeeded in, for they must have made 
the machine not only to reap but to carry away 
the corn.— Gloucester Telegraph.
